A Scientist's Viewpoint of The Virgin Birth 


By Dr. Harry Rimmer 


(Here is given part cf a book 
by this name, written by Dr. Rim- 
mer, who was so great a bless- 
ing at our Bible School. The rest 
will be printed, God willing, next 
week. The book is beautifully 
printed, put out by the Research 
Science Bureau, of which Dr. Rim- 
mer is president.) 


CHAPTER I 


The Students’ Objections 


As I stand before the many dif- 
ferent groups of students to speak 
of the two great verities, science 
and God, I find there is today a 
general tendency to reject the old 
Christian doctrine of a virgin-born 
Saviour. This attitude of the stu- 
dent’s mind rises largely from ig- 
norance of the matter, for I find 
very few even among our college 
bodies who are qualified to have an 
opinion: they never studied the 
evidence. Yet they speak right out 
against the idea, and when asked 
for reasons for their disbelief, 
usually resort to these two: 


“The Virgin Birth of Christ de- 
mands a BIOLOGICAL MIRA- 
CLE,” or 

“This same story, or almost the 
same, is in every heathen faith, 
as for example the Greek and Ro- 
man myths.” So I shall deal at 
the outset with 


The First Objection 


Was the birth of Jesus Christ a 
biological miracle? I turn to the 
only source of evidence we have to- 
day, the Bible. I can only accept 
its evidence if that evidence be 
true, and I find the Bible has been 
tested and proven as no other 
earthly thing has been. It is of 
vast antiquity; but has never 
changed. It has gone through the 
acid bath of antagonistic criticism, 
and come out unchanged. Ava- 
lanches of doubt and tempests of 


‘unbelief have swept over it, but 
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it rode triumphantly on the crest 
of the waves and faltered not in 
a single truth. How I wish my 
beloved science had that same wun- 
changing face! One thing I find 
it difficult to do, is to defend my 
faith in science against the charge 
of constantly shifting ground. 


There are two biological miracles 
recorded in the Bible, and I as a 
scientist, believe them both. But 
then, the reproduction of kind is 
always a biological miracle. What 
man understands the great mys- 
tery of mitosis? In the cells of 
every living species there are unex- 
plored worlds, and one of the most 
mysterious of these is the amazing 
fact of the chromatin as a means 
or channel of inheritance. If the 
somatic (individual) cell is ana- 
lyzed and microscopically divided, 
it is found to contain a certain 
fixed number of tiny thread-like 
particles called “chromosomes.” 
The number is fixed and never 
varies, except in the reproductive 
cells. In the ova of the female and 
the spermatozoa of the male, the 
somatic count of chromosomes is 
halved, so that when these two 
cells unite in the beauty of the 
mitotic pattern each bringing half 
of the characteristic species count, 
the somatic number is kept in- 
violate in the new creature formed. 
THIS IS THE PLAN GOD HAS 
USED ALL THROUGH THE 
AGES to keep the species fixed, 
and the count never varies. THIS 
IS A BIOLOGICAL MIRACLE. 


Here is an unfathomable mystery 
in the human family: A female 
reproductive cell (the ovum) is 
joined by the extremely microscop- 
ic male cell (the spermatozoan) 


AND FROM SOME UNKNOWN, 
UNGUESSED SOURCE BY AN 
UNKNOWN AND UNGUESSED 
PROCESS, draws from somewhere 
twenty-six trillion other cells, AND 
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FORMS THE NEW YOUNG OF 
ITS KIND! 


YOU SAY IT IS NATURE, 
AND I SAY IT IS GOD: BUT WE 
BOTH SAY IT IS MIRACULOUS! 

What is a miracle? We use the 
word so glibly; but how few of us 
have any adequate conception of 
what it means? To the untutored 
savage in the wilds of Africa a 
human voice coming out of a box 
is a miracle and an object of su- 
persitious veneration. To the native 
of far-off China, the radio is 4. mir- 
acle and an object of suspicion, 
being most probably the action of 
some foreign devil caged in the 
depth of the weird apparatus! But 
to us who are familiar with these 
marvels they are manifestations of 
known and controlled natural law; 
so let us say that a miracle may 
be the OPERATION OF AN UN- 
KNOWN HIGHER NATURAL 
LAW not yet grasped by human 
discernment. . 


I said a moment ago that there 
were two biological miracles in the 
Bible. They are both mentioned 
in the First Corinthian epistle, 
chapter fifteen, verse forty-five. 
“ ... The first Adam was made 
a living soul, the last Adam was 
made a life-giving spirit.” The 
first biological miracle was the 
creation of the first man, Adam. 
Lost in the dimness of the mists of 
antiquity is the origin of the hu- 
man race. Perhaps no mind will 
ever think back to the day of ori- 
gin and place it accurately in 
terms of years. Disregarding the 
scientific controversy over the an- 
tiquity of man, he first appeared on 
the earth when GOD MADE HIM, 
A SPECIAL CREATION, The 
creation of Eve, while it was a 
special creation, was not in the 
same class, for she was made, ac- 
cording to the account, from living 
matter already in existence. So

you, myself, and God. That is 
the way my wife feels and I 
am sure it would represent the 
feeling of my church and of 
thousands of others.”

It was my joy to speak several 
times on prayer, giving a study of 
the lives of Abraham, Jacob, Jcos- 
eph, Moses, David and Paul. I al- 
so spoke on going with Christ out- 
side the gate and on crucifixion of 
self. 

Only those who were present can 
realize the real quality of this 
wonderful program. Several facts 
stand out about the program. First, 
there was not a single pcor nor 
even an ordinary number on the 
program. Only the sustained pow- 
er and thrilling interest of the pro- 
gram kept people in their places 
from 9:00 in the morning until 
nearly 10:00 at night, with brief 
intermissions for meals.

while it may sound improbable to 
those who have learning without 
faith, it still is not a biological im- 
possibility. Through this pair the 
reproduction of the human family 
began by the process of mitosis. 
Successive generations were born 
over ages of time, then 


THE SECOND BIOLOGICAL 
MIRACLE OCCURRED. God made 
another man. As Adam was a4 
special creation, so was Christ. As 
Adam had no father in the flesh, 
so Jesus had none. As there was 
no precedent for Adam, so there 
was none for Jesus. The first 
Adam came inexplicably from the 
creative word of Deity, the last 
Adam came the same way. So 
when you say the virgin birth of 
Jesus Christ demanded a biologi- 
cal miracle, I reply that the evi- 
dence shows there was one, and set 
the evidence before you in these 
pages. 

The first mention made of this 
fact in the Book of Evidences is 
found in Genesis, chapter three, 
verse fifteen. I am frank to say 
this puzzled me as it contained an 
unscientific grouping of words. 
After the recorded sin of the first 
pair and their consequent rejec- 
tion and expulsion from the garden 
which was their home a promise 
was made of a coming Redeemer 
in these words: 

“THE SEED OF A WOMAN 
SHALL bruise the serpent’s head.” 


You know as well as I do that 
there is no such thing as “seed 
of a woman.” All seed is mas- 
culine. There is no life in any but 
the male seed. So well is this fact 
established that in all modern rac- 
es a child takes the name of its 
father, because its life comes 
through the male parent. In the 
beginnings of modern biology. as 
taught by ancient Greek philoso- 
phers, they held that the ovum 
was just the “soil” in which the 
male seed sprouted and rooted as 
it started to grow. Their concep- 
tion was true to this extent, the 
SEED IS ALWAYS IN THE MAS- 
CULINE LINE and never in the 
feminine. But here is a statement 
made that when this promised Re- 
deemer comes, He will be “seed of 
a woman.” That will be a bio- 
logical miracle, as He will have 
no earthly father. To have a chiid 
born which could be scientifically 
spoken of as the seed of its moth- 
er, would be contrary to the known 
laws and facts of biology. This, 
then, is the reason for claiming 
Genesis 3:15 as the first promise 
of a virgin birth. Certainly Eve 
understood this to be a promise 
of a Saviour and a Redeemer, for 
when her first son was born she 
exclaimed in gladness, “See, I have 
gotten ‘the Man’ from God.”’ 


The Student's Dilemma 


The dilemma that the student 
of today faces is simply this: If 
Jesus Christ was not born of a 
virgin then we still look for a 
coming Saviour, or: Almighty God 
lied! Certainly, when the Saviour 
comes He must be born of a vir- 
gin! For there are other verses 
prophetic of the virgin birth which 
sustain and expand the original 
promise in Genesis 3:15. 


We will look at the most assailed 
verse in the Old Testament, Isaiah 
Ta. 2 . Behold, a virgin shall 
conceive, and bear a son, and shall 
call His name Immanuel.” This 
verse has been “discussed” and al- 
so “cussed” from every angle but 
the commonest objection to it is 
that it does not mean the Lord Je- 
sus or His day and time. Some 
say this promise was made to 
Ahaz, to be fulfilled in his day and 
time. Note the plain language of 
the context. Ahaz rejects God’s 
offer, and refuses to accept a sign. 
God then turns away from Ahaz — 
and speaks to the House of David 
-——-The promise then, is not to 
Ahaz — but Israel. When this vir- 
gin-born child arrives, He was to 
be a “sign” to the nation. He was 
to be called “God is with us” and 
was to be the Messiah. He would 
come to establish the Davidic Cov- 
enant——and would have divine 
power, resulting from His super- 
natural origin. 


The Jews understood this, for 
in John 7:27 we read that the Jews 
were concerned in their own minds 
and hearts concerning Christ, and 
they asked one another, “Can this 
indeed be the Christ?” But the ob- 
jection was “No, for when the 
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Christ comes, no nian will know 
from whence He is come, but we 
know this man’s father and moth- 
er.”’ Has there ever been a man 
who walked this earth in whom 
Deity was so incarnate that man 
called him “God in the flesh’’’ 
Just One! and that one Man was 
born through a virgin mother. 


The promise in Isaiah 7:14 
stands not alone in the Scripture 
and the prophetic utterances of 
the ancient Book. In Jeremiah 31: 
22 we read, “How long wilt thou 
go hither and thither, O, thou 
backsliding daughter? Behold, Je- 
hovah has created a new thing in 
the earth, a woman shall encom- 
pass a man.” That is to say that 
a woman alone and unaided shall 
bring forth a man. All men from 
Adam to Jeremiah and from Jere- 
miah since have been born of wom- 
en, but they were encompassed by 
their father in the flesh! Here, 
then, is the promise of a biological 
miracle, that a man shall be born 
of a woman unaided by a man! 


The Burning Question 


The question you must settle in 
your own mind and heart is, “Was 
Jesus Christ that Man?” I think 
we are living far enough from the 
event of the advent of the Christ 
to sit down and coolly and calmly 
consider the evidence which will 
help us make an intelligent deci- 
sion. And remember as we read to- 
gether this evidence of the virgin 
birth of Jesus Christ that eternity 
depends upon the answer that our 
heart and our brain shall make. 


The Second Objection 


is universal belief of ancient peo- 
ples in demi-gods. We cannot take 
time to deal in length or detail 
with the second objection, nor does 
it deserve such close analysis. 
Most ancient races, among them 
the Roman, Greek, Persian, Baby- 
lonian, Assyrian, Egyptian and 
Hittite peoples had these tales of 
men who were half god and half 
man. The thoughtless and un- 
learned are prone to class the 
Scriptural account of the virgin 
birth with these fables, saying it 
‘is a Jewish myth, comparable to 
the tales of other peoples. I want 
you to note the verse of Scripture 
that is the explanation of the 
world-wide and universal character 
of these myths concerning virgin 
births. Instead of mitigating 
against the truth of the virgin 
birth of Jesus Christ the universal- 
ity of these legends and myths is 
an argument in favor of the com- 
mon hope in all_hearts that a vir- 
gin born Redeemer would come. 
Where did this common hope origi- 
nate? When Genesis 3:15 was 
spoken by the lips of God there 
were two people on all the face 
of the earth, Adam and Eve; from 
them has come every nation, and 
tribe, and tongue, and race, and 
Clan of people. Adam and Bve 
told their sons and daughters this 
promise of the coming Saviour who 
would be virgin born; as they scat- 
tered abroad and peopled the earth 
they carried in their hearts and 
transmitted through their legends 
and their stories, hope of the Com- 
ing One. As the peoples grew and 
multiplied, going everywhere with 
this same hope and -édeal, the 
prophecy became of universal ex- 
tent, and the common hope argues 
a common basis for belief in the 
virgin birth. 
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Dallas Bible School 
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visitation which resulted in nine 
conversions and several being 
brought back into fellowship with 
the Lord. 

Such Bible Schools should be 
held in various churches through- 
out our country. 


I am indeed thankful to the 
Lord for the joy that has been 


mine to be in the Bible School , 


at Brother Rice’s Tabernacle. here 
in Dallas. 

I can truthfully say from a 
heart of joy, “God is in this place.” 
His presence was keenly felt in 
all of the services. 
that this work is one that is pleas- 
ing to Him because it is a work 
that wins lost souls to Jesus. 


I am going back to Princeton, 
Indiana, with a greater desire to 
do His will and win the lost to 
Christ.
